BONN — Negotiations on ibe 
shape of the new West German co- 
alition government and its basic 
policies began here Monday be- 
tween Chancellor Helmut Kohl, 
who spearheaded the Christian 
Democrats’ stunning victory in 
Sunday’s national election, and his 
two principal coalition partners. 

The most immediate question 
was whether Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher. the head of the small 
Free Democratic Parly, will remain 
as foreign minister, or whether he 
will be replaced by Franz Josef 
Strauss, the Bavarian leader wbo 
beads the Christian Social Union. 
The CSU is a sister party of the 
Christian Democrats. 

Mr. Strauss, one of the most out- 
spoken men in West German poli- 
tics. has the reputation of being a 
super-hawk on the Soviet Union 
and East Germany. Mr. Genscher. 
who has been foreign minister tor 
seven years, is regarded as a mod- 
erate. 

With the Social Democrats, Mr. 
Genscher’s Free Democrats were 
instr umen tal in the elaboration of 
Bonn’s policy of detente with Mos- 
cow ana quite dialogue with East 
Berlin. 

Mr. Strauss flew to Bonn from 
Munich on Monday for his first 
meeting with Mr. Kohl. The chan- 
cellor also held talks with Mr. 
Genscher. 

Mr. Stranss' hopes to become 
foreign minister have been widely 
proclaimed by supporters and 
some of his aides, but at a news 
conference Monday he confirmed 
only that be would take his seat in 
the Bundestag.

Food supplies have been cut off in 
many areas, and church and relief 
officials report that more than 
1,000 civilians have been tolled by 
the militaiy while many others 
have been beaten, burned, shot or 
raped. 


Mr. Nyoka said people not nor- 
mally residing in the townships 
would have to return to their rural 
homes if they were cleared of suspi- 
cion. Government ministers said 
many dissidents bad fled to Bu- 
lawayo. 

Over the weekend senior cabinet 
ministers, speaking at political ral- 
lies in Mr. Nfcomo’s- tribal strong- 
hold erf Matabeleland. threatened 
to ban ol “liquidate" his opposi- 
tion party.

Independent analysts said the 
election results confirm that, in 
voters’ minds, the principal issues 
were economic questions, including 
unemployment. Many working- 
class voters who generally support 
the Soda! Democrats switched to 
the Christian Democrats. 

The Social Democrats’ losses 
were high in the industrial regions 
of the Ruhr and northern Rhine 
valleys. They trailed the Christian 
Democrats in the states of North 
Rhineland-Westphalia. where they 
had long been the do minan t politi- 
cal force. 

One of the country’s leading 
polling organizations. Inf as. said 
Monday tiiat in ail, about 2 million 
voters had switched from the So- 
cial Democrats to the Christian 
Democrats. 

Several Christian Democratic 
commentators hailed the election 
as a victory for the Western alli- 
ance. The United Slates, Britain, 
France and Italy, they pointed out, 
wanted Mr. Kohl to win and have 
expressed satisfaction about the re- 
sults of the voting. 

The Soviet Union had made it 
equally plain — or even plainer — 
that it hoped the Social Democrats 
would win. 

Outride West Germany, atten- 
tion had been riveted on whether 
West Germany would uncondition- 
ally adhere to a NATO decision to 
deploy American cruise and Persh- 
ing-2 missiles in Europe if disarma- 
ment talks with the Soviet Union 
fail to produce an agreement by the 
end of the year. 

Mr. Kohl strongly supported the 
NATO decision, but in me closing 
days of the campaign he empha- 
sized the need to make deployment 
of the new weapons unnecessary 
through determined and flexible 
negotiations. Hans-Jochen Vogel, 
the Social Democratic candidate, 
said his party would consider de- 
ployment of the weapons in West 
Germany only as an “ultimate pos- 
sibility" if arms raH« fad. 

The major parties had little to 
say about the entry into the Bun- 
destag of the Greens, a coalition of 
environmental and disarmament 
activists. In the campaign, they had 
warned the voters that if the new- 
comers were not kept out. they 
would disrupt parliament and per- 
haps the West German democracy. 

A commentary in the Cologne 
newspaper Kblner Stadt Anzeiger 
said that the Greens’ emergence 
"has lost its terror." Because the 
Christian Democrats had won such 
a stunning victory, the paper said, 
the Greens would have little lever- 
age in the Bundestag. 

The Greens’ leaders said they 
would continue mass demonstra- 
tions in the country and would car- 
ry nonviolent protests even into 
parliament. 

“We cannot be less militant than 
the other members of the move- 
ment just because we have been 
decied." said Petra Kelly, one of 
the party’s leaders. 

“For instance." Miss Kelly add- 
ed, “we may stage a hunger strike if 
it really comes down to the poini 
where they are going to deploy the 
missiles." 

The Greens also said they would 
not be bound by secrecy . but 
would put before the public infor- 
mation that other parties may re- 
gard as confidential. 

The new Bundestag will have 
498 members, one more than the 
previous parliament and two more 
than earlier ones. The additional 
seals were added when the second 
ballots, which are cast for regional 
party lists, were distributed under a 
complicated proportionate system. 
Each voter has two ballots. The 
first is a direct vote for one candi- 
date in a local voting district. 

The beneficiaries were the Social 
Democrats, wbo wDI have 193 
seals, two more than reported late 
Sunday night.

PARIS — Frustration and an- 
noyance with the political style and 
economic policies of Prime' Minis- 
ter Pierre Mauroy and his Socialist 
government played a major role in 
gams by conservative and m.-Jer- 
ate opposition parties during Sun- 
day's first round of national mu- 
nicipal elections.

in early trading on foreign ex- 
change markets Monday, the franc 
dropped to its lowest point permit- 
ted against the Deutsche mark un- 
der the European Monetary Sys- 
tem, but it rallied as the Bank of 
France intervened to defend the 
currency. After opening at 2.S3 to 
the mark the franc fell to a record 
low of 2.89. (Related story. Page 9.) 

The pressure c.n the franc was 
caused by a combination of the 
landslide victory of Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl of West Germany 
and losses of leftist candidates in 
France, including cabinet minis- 
ters. dealers said. Sources at the 
Finance Ministry said the bank 
would continue defending the 
franc, if necessary. 

In metropolitan France, opposi- 
tion candidates won 50.89 percent 
of the popular vote, taking control 
of 16 of the nation’s largest cities 
and towns, including Reims, 
Nantes. Brest and Grenoble, ac- 
cording to Final results announced 
Monday by the Interior Ministry. 
Most of those dues had been won 
by the left in the last municipal 
elections in 1977. 

“We lost, but it was not a disas- 
ter." a dejected adviser to President 
Francois Mitterrand said Monday, 
noting that in the 1977 first round. 


when conservatives were in powers, 
leftist candidates had won 32 of the 
nation’s dues with populations of 
30.000 or more. 

Socialists and Communists won 
39.75 percent of Sunday's nation- 
wide vote, while ecologists and 
ether, groups won 9.35 percent, ac- 
cording to the ministry figures. The 
contests were to choose 496.817 
municipal councillors in 36.433 cit- 
ies. towns and villages for six-year 
terms. The municipal councillors 
elect the mayors. 

“France can breathe more easily 
this morning." said former Presi- 
dent Valery Giscard d &taing. 
“All is not derided or won.” He 
was referring to second-round run- 
off elections next Sunday, in which 
Socialist and Communist candi- 
dates still have the opportunity of 
retaining control of 22 of the* na- 
tion’s largest cities. 

In Paris, a major victory was 
scored by Jacques Chirac, the in- 
cumbent mayor and leader of the 
reo-Gaullist Rally for the Repub- 
lic. Chirac party candidates and 
their centrist" allies won IS of the 
city’s 20 districts. The Paris results 
greatly strengthened Mr. Chirac’s 
standing as a leader of the national 
opposition. 

“The signals from the nation, 
while definitely not encouraging, 
were also mixed." the presidential 
adviser said, citing the following 
reasons for the leftist defeats: deep 
frustration and annoyance among 
voters with the government's anti- 
inflationary austerity program, ero- 
sion of purchasing power, high un- 
employment and only thin pros- 
pects for economic recovery this 
year. 

Privately, some Socialist Party 
strategists also conceded that their 
party may have been hurt by what 
they termed the overconfident note 
struck repeatedly by Mr. Mauroy 
throughout the campaign, in which 
he defended government policies.

Soviet Union Warns Chancellor Over Ms 

In Election Reaction, Toss Says Deployment Would Complicate Ties

MOSCOW — The Soviet Union 
sternly warned Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl of West Germany on Mon- 
day that Moscow would retaliate if 
he went ahead with plans to deploy 
U5. missiles. 

In a swift and sharp reaction to 
Mr. Kohl’s victory in Sunday's 
general election. Tass declared: 
“Deployment of the U.S. missiles 
in west Germany would invariably 
complicate the entire complex of 
relations between West Germany 
and ibe Sonet Union." 

The agency' added that “such a 
step would promote mistrust and 
suspicion as well as complicating 
ail other contacts." 

The Tass warning was one of 
three commentaries, including two 
by ibe semi-official Novosti agen- 
cy, that reflected evident surprise 
and bitterness in Moscow over the 
triumph of Mr. Kohl's Christian 
Democrats in (he West German 
national elections. 

The main thrust of all tire com- 
mentaries was a warning to Mr. 
Kohl that he should not regard the 
victorv as an endorsement of his 


support for deploying new U.S. 
missiles in Europe. The missiles are 
to be deployed if the Soviet-Ameri- 
can arras talks in Geneva do not 
succeed.

Moscow would regard even a 
limited deployment as utterly 
unacceptable, he said. West Ger- 
many is to take ail 10S Pershing-2 
missies and 96 of the 464 cruises. 

Mr. Beglov said the West Ger- 
mans had voted not by their faith 
in candidates but bv their fear of 
tuiemploymeoL He accused the 
Christian Democrats of joining in a 
campaign by employers to frighten 
people into voting conservative by 
warning them that a Social Demo- 
cratic victory would lead to can- 
celed orders and a loss of jobs. 

“The Christian rightists not only 
ranged themselves with the em- 
ployers. but blessed this campaign 
of psychological pressure on tne 
working people.” he added. 

Mr. Beglov said the election re- 
sult “by no means serves as an in- 
dication of weakened mass opposi- 
tion to plans for tite deployment of 
U.S. nuclear missiles.”

U.S. Is Relieved at Outcome of German Election #

The Vatican pleaded with the 
Guatemalan government to spare 
their lives, but the six were shot by 
a firing squad Thursday in a move 
described by church officials as an 
"insult" to the pope. 

Speaking at an outdoor Mass be- 
fore ewe mDtion people — the larg- 
est crowd to hear the pope so far 
on his eight-day trip to Central 
America and Haiti — John Paul 
asked President Efrain Rios Montt, 
without naming him, to establish 
justice fa "the most defenseless 
sectors of society." 

"When man's right to life is vio- 
lated, a very grave offense to God 
is committed, the pope said 

"I invite all those responsible for 
the people, especially those who 
fed the inner call of the Christian 
faith, to work with total conviction 
in an urgent and efficient way to 
arrive at the means for justice and 
for the most defenseless sectors of 
society." 

The appeal was clearly directed 
at General Rios Montt, an evangel- 
ical Protestant who gives sermons 
every Sunday night on television 
and radio.

BEIRUT — The Lebanese Army, 
in control of the greater Beirut 
area, took over a section of the 
city's port Mondav that had long 
been operated illegally by the 
country's rightist militiamen. 

The takeover was part of a gov- 
ernment decision to close illegal 
ports and to crack down on illegal 
imports. 

Military sources said an army 
unit had taken over the Beirut 
port's fifth basin, the last section of 
the facility outside government ju- 
risdiction.' 


The basin had provided the mili- 
tias with their main source of reve- 
nue since the 1975-76 civil war. 

Cranes and trucks worked Mon- 
day morning to remove several 
hundred containers of ill eg ally im- 
ported goods stacked on the dock. 

A Lebanese Army unit with two 


armored troop carriers closed the 
from entrance to ihe fifth basin.. 
But unarmed Christian militiamen' 
manned the back entrance, logging 
oui the departing tracks. 

Militia officials said their men 
would stay two or three days until 
all the goods were removed. 

The surrender of the port facili- 
ties occurs three weeks after the 
militia handed over responsibility 
for security in Chris tian East 
Beirut to the Lebanese Army. 

Western diplomats said that the 
militia had strongly resisted the 
moves at first, since East Beirut is 
its headquarters and the port had 
been bringing in about $5 million a 
month. 

But they said Pierre GemayeL fa- 
ther of President Amin Gemayel 
and leader of the Pha Inn gist Party, 
to which most of the militiamen 
belong, had used his influence with 
the militia commanders and they 


had finally agreed to the govern- 
ment's demands.

Half a mil- 
lion blacks have already been 
swept- off such “blade spots" as 
Driefontein to the homelands to 
.join three times that number of 
people displaced from “white” 
South Africa by other policies de- 
signed to promote territorial apar- 
theid. 

Bat unlike many other people 
who were unable to resist eviction, 
the 5,000 Driefomem villagers have 
made dear that they plan to stay 


puL They woe 'so angry when offi- 
cials painted white numbers on 
gravestones in their cemetery in 
preparation fra reburials in the 
homelands that Pretoria gave or- 
ders fra -the numbers to be re- 
moved. 

“When we bury our dead." said 
Saul Mkhize, leader of the villag- 
ers, "we expect them, as all other 
people do. w rest in peace." He 
added, "We paid fra our land and 
wish to keep iL" 

Elderly black people haw long 
been earmarked as particular tar- 
gets for removal from white areas. 


Responsibility for their pensions 
and whatever other social security 
they may need is being transferred 
from the Pretoria government to 
the homeland authorities. If the 
government has its way. the people 
of Driefontein will be split up. with 
Zulus sent 10 one homeland and 
Swazis to another. 

Not only pensions but other re- 
sponsibilities as well are being 
shifted to the homelands, including 
education, bousing, health and wel- 
fare services.

BOGOTA — An American oil 
company executive was kidnapped 
Mondav and his two bodyguards 
were killed when his automobile 
was intercepted on a Bogota street 
by unid e ntified gunmen.

The changing shape of Ford 
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The Voters’ Message 


The West European elections of the week- 
end have shown how slight the appeal really 
is of political adventure and risk and how 
moderate Europe's voters are today. West 
Germany has afforded a small place in the 
Bundestag to its Greens, but at the same 
time prudently placed the Christian Demo- 
crats of Helmut Kohl in a position to 
govern all but alone. In France, insofar as 
the election was a fair measure, voters 
would seem to have reconfirmed former 
President Valery Giscard d'Estaing's consist- 
ent contention that the country wants to be 
governed from the center. 

Voters seem mainly to have been moved by 
economic conditions, searching for answers to 
unemployment and faltering economies, and 
in the French case, soaring external debt. They 
expressed themselves in the only way voters 
have: In France, they rebuked the “ins.” and 
in West Germany they essentially endorsed 
the political realignment that brought the 
“outs” to power. 

These results should be a lesson to those 
Americans who have insisted that Europe is 
drifting leftward or is politically demoralized 
— “Fmiandized." disarmed by the Soviet 
threat, taken by strange ideologies — all popu- 


lar themes in Mr. Reagan's Washington and 
among conservative U.S. commentators. 

This previous American appraisal of the 
West European situation, now demonstrably 
in error, nonetheless creates the conditions for 
a new mistake. This would be for Washington 
to conclude that the alliance is in fine shape 
after all. and LhaL West Europeans are entirely 
comfortable with Washington's policies, nota- 
bly including those concerning arms control 
negotiations with the Soviet Union and the de- 
ployment of new nuclear missiles. 

Very large policy disagreements continue to 
separate a great many Europeans — including 
Germans who voted for Mr. Kohl — from the 
present American government. The West Ger- 
mans demonstrated Sunday that they continue 
to depend upon the alliance, do not wish to 
place their trust in Soviet good will, do not 
accept a moral “neutralism” between the 
United States and the Soviet Union, and have 
little confidence in some prospective new Ger- 
man course midway between the superpowers. 

In this perspective, the West German vote 
was a vote for NATO. It would be a mistake, 
though, to interpret it as equally a vote for 
American policy.

A Small Dent in Steel 


The top leaders of U.S. steel unions and 
companies are breathing easier now that local 
union presidents have ratified a new 41 -month 
contract. The beleaguered companies gained 
significant concessions. The unions obtained a 
face-saving promise that saved monies would 
go to modernize facilities. Both sides avoided 
a strike in August that might have cost them 
billions in lost sales. 

But there is no cause for great public cheer. 
The pact makes only a dent in the cost of man- 
ufacturing steel in the United States. It leaves 
the industry vulnerable to foreign competition 
and consumers vulnerable to pressure for 
more import protection. It also suggests that 
big labor is not vet ready for more drastic 
remedies to drastic problems. 

The steelworkers will lake an immediate pay 
cut of SI. IS an hour, sacrifice some cost-of- 
living raises and yield some vacation time. 
That is significant for a once-powerfuJ union. 
The companies should save about S2 trillion in 
the first year. 

By the end of the contract the steelworkers 
will have lost 16 percent of their total compen- 
sation, which, including benefits, now averag- 
es $25 an hour. That will not, however, go far 
to close the 513-an-bour gap between steel 
wages in the United States and abroad. 

And since labor represent only 35 percent 
of the cost of making steeL production costs 


will decline only 5 percent. That means Japa- 
nese. Korean and Brazilian steel will still reach 
Seattle or Houston for less than American 
steeL And it means the elected officials whom 
the steelworkers' negotiator. Joseph Odorcich. 
calls the “fuzzy heads in Washington,” will re- 
main under pressure to block imports. 

Given their industry's predicament, the 
most notable aspect of the new contract is how 
little the unions conceded. The steel industry 
last S3 billion last year, four of every 10 work- 
ers were laid off. This depression might have 
been expected to create strong incentives for 
labor to help arrest the decline. But in Novem- 
ber. local leaders rejected wage concessions 
averaging 18 percent. The new pact concluded 
only after General Motors threatened to buy 
foreign steeL still leaves steel wages 80 percent 
higher than the average in manufacturing. 

Steelworkers labor hard for their $25 an 
hour. But so do Americans who work for 
much less, in textile mills, TV repair shops and 
warehouses — and who indirectly pay the $25 
whenever they buy a car or a can of peas. It is 
understandable that well-organized workers 
are loath to give back wages that they won 
when foreign producers could not deliver the 
goods. But in an economy struggling to regain 
competitiveness, what is understandable is not 
necessarily wise.

The report on Poland just published by the 
United Nations Human Rights Commission 
contains 65 pages, and 55 of them consist of 
reproductions of Polish laws, mili tary govern- 
ment pronouncements and the text of a tele- 
vised speech by General Jarulzelski. Only 
three pages are accorded the massive criti- 
cisms of nongovernment bodies, and the 
summing-up by the commission’s president, a 
model of polite reticence, concludes that mar- 
tial law conforms to the letter of the Polish 
constitution and the UN Convention on 
Human Rights. 

Only on compatibility between the new Pol- 


ish law on trade unions and the right of coali- 
tion is it conceded that there may be “reserva- 
tions" — and even here the reservations are 
those of the International Labor Organization 
and not of the commission itself. The strong- 
est criticism the report allows itself is that “it 
might appear” that some provisions of recent 
Polish legislation are “not yet completely” in 
conformity with international law. This tooth- 
less document needs to be compared with the 
commission's annual ceremonial condemna- 
tions of countries like Chile. South Africa 
and Israel.

Under the plan, the United 
States and the Soviet Union would 
pledge to eliminate from their opera- 
tional forces two nuclear warheads 
for each newlv deployed warhead. 

The concept if suspiciously sim- 
ple. holds promise as a principle to 
reconcile the objectives of arms con- 
trol with the imperatives of military 
planning. It is the kind of construc- 
tive initiative for which those of us 
who support a nuclear freeze have 
been working. 

One can understand the concept's 
merit best by considering how it 
might be put into effect Of most im- 
mediate interest would be strategic 
nuclear forces and long-range theater 
nuclear systems, the weapons being 
discussed in the Geneva negotiations. 
.All the latter weapons are essentially 
strategic, in the sense that they 
threaten critical targets in the heart- 
lands of the two alliances. Altogeth- 
er. these long-range systems probably 
carry 12.000 lo 15.000 nuclear war- 
heads c*n each side. Unless negotiat- 
ed limits are soon imposed, these 
arsenals may continue to grow. 

The build-down rule would pre- 
vent any such growth. Force modern- 
ization would mean, simultaneously, 
greater force reduction. The plan 
would challenge both governments to 
move promptly toward the real re- 
ductions they profess to desire. While 
the pace and composition of such re- 


ductions would surely vary between 
the two sides, the implementation of 
new programs anticipated for the 
next several years could well lead to 
cuts of about one-third in operational 
nuclear warheads on long-range de- 
livery vehicles — a reduction to per-

ride. Those numbers are compatible 
with both President Ronald Reagan's 
proposal in the Strategic Aims 
Reduction Talks and the Soviet 
counteroffers. 

To verify such reductions, the par- 
ties could employ procedures elabo- 
rated in previous negotiations. The 
so-called counting rules negotiated 
during the 1970s would be invaluable 
in confirming the numbers of war- 
heads being eliminated. For example, 
a Soviet SS-18 missile would be as- 
sumed to have 10 warheads, an 
American Poseidon missile. 14. Elim- 
inating missiles and aircraft would be 
necessary to demonstrate removal 
of warheads. 

In verifying these activities, the 
Standard Consultative Commission 
established in 1972 would be indis- 
pensable. The build-down would 


build upon the vital precedents of 
earlier strategic agreements. 

As a result of a build-down, the 
American and Soviet mQitaiy estab- 
lishments would be both liberated 
and constrained. They would have 
broad flexibility to choose which new 
systems to deploy, but they would 
have to decide whether moderniza- 
tion was worth the price. Presuma- 
bly. as forces began to shrink, the 
military incentives would favor 
emphasizing the most survivable 
weapons, thereby promoting strate- 
gic stability. 

One could strengthen those incen- 
tives for stability by incorporating 
some of the ideas that Representative 
Albert Gore and others have ad- 
vanced to phase out the most danger- 
ous weapons, multiple- warhead 
ICBMs. For example, if a side chose 
to deploy smaller, single-wraihead 
missiles, it might be allowed to do so 
at a replacement ratio of two new 
warheads for three currently de- 
ployed warheads. This would still en- 
sure reduction but would favor the 
less threatening missiles now attract- 
ing interest in the president's Com- 
mission on Strategic Forces.

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Why Governments Should Keep Oil Prices High 


P ARIS — The trend to lower ofl 
prices, is a godsent opportunity 
that the leaders of the industrialized 
democracies should seize when they 
meet in Williamsburg in late May: 
They should decide to freeze prices 
for consumer sales at the current 
high levels and impose compensating 
taxes when market prices decrease. 

The sums thus raised would pro- 
ride a bonanza for national treasur- 
ies. but would be relatively painless 
to consumers already used to high oil 
prices. The European Community 
could use these taxes to help solve 
the problem of the British contribu- 
tion — - the discrepancy between what 
the British put into EC coffers and 
what they get oul The community 
could also help finance its inclusion 
of Spain and PonugaJ, 

In the United Slates the new in- 
come would reduce the staggering 
budget deficits. In Japan it might al- 
low the new prime minister, Yasuhiro 
Nakasone. to increase military 
spending to a level more commen- 
surate with Japan's economic weight 
and with U.S. desires. 

It would also give governments of 
the industrial nations a sounder base 
from which to help rescue the strug- 
gling poorer countries. 

The principal argument against 
such a proposal is this: It would be 
better to let oil prices fall and let 
each customer decide what to do 
with the money saved. An answer to 
that is given in a recent report of the 
International Energy Agency in Par- 
is. It studied two scenarios based on 
different national growth rates. In 
each case, after 1985 “the combina- 
tion or OECD and developing coun- 
tries' oil imports would lend eventu- 
ally to exceed available supplies in

the world oil market by considerable 
margins — Such imbalance between 
supply and demand would tend to 
cause further price increases and 
could contribute to renewed market 
disruptions, triggering sudden and 
massive price rises." 

What that means is that when the 
economy picks up. a third oil shock is 
possible. The question is whether the 
Western world will be caught unpre- 
pared again. People who favor a reli- 
ance on market forces must be re- 
minded of the frightful mess these 
forces produced twice before. 


Passing on to consumers the bene- 
fit of lower oil prices will undo some 
of the damage created by the earlier 
increases and will boost the nascent 
recovery. But it would also stifle the 
incentive to save energy, to adapt to 
alternative sources of energy or to de- 
velop new oil fields. And conditions 
would be ripe for a third oil shock. 

Under my proposal, users in the 
industrialized countries would pay to 
their governments, in the form of tax- 
es. the difference between the high 
prices of today and the lower prices 
of tomorrow, in order to avoid r

Purpose of Market

MANAMA, Bahrain — The foreign banks 
that have flocked to this tiny island-state (0 the 
Saudi Arabian coast in the past few years may 
soon have to start working harder, for their 
money. 

Protectionist moves by the Saudi Arabian 
Monetary Authority, the increasing sophistica- 
tion of banks in Arabia and Kuwait and 
falling o3 prices all suggest that the going will 
be tougher in this banking capital of the Gulf. 

“ Bahraini hanking is not going to vanish like 
a desen mirage,” said Abdullah Saif, governor 
of the Bahrain Monetary Agency and the is- 
land's chief bank regulator. “But bankers most 
be more innovative." 

Bahrain has been attracting foreign banks at 
a fast efip since it set out to become the Gulfs 
banking center in 1975, after the first big od 
price explosion brought vast riches to its oQ- 
exporting neighbors. 

- A walk along al-Khalifa Avenue takes the 
Western visitor past familiar institutions. Citi- 
bank. Bank of America, Chase Manhattan, 
fligmiral 'Bank, Bankers Trust, Lloyds, 
Grindlays, Paribas and many more established 
names in international banking are here. 

. Banks have been drawn to Bahrain primarily 
by its pibxunrity to the lucrative markets of Saa- 
di Arabia,"~Kuwait and the United Arab 
Emirates. But- they have also been attracted by 
first-rate communications, a time zone that lets 
dealers trade with Tokyo and Singapore in the 
morning and with London and New York after 
lunch, and by permissive banking laws that give 


banks operating outside the island — called 
offshore h ankin g units — freedom from tax, ex- 
change controls, reserve requirements and liqui- 
dity ratio requirements. 

A pragmatic Arab government, which allows 
alcohol to be sold freely on the island and to- 
lerates Western lifestyles, also makes Bahrain 
attractive to foreign bankers, especially after the 
Islamic restrictions of Sandi Arabia and 
Kuwait. 

Bahrain's offshore banking sector — compris- 
ing 71 units with assets of $59 billion — is now 
larger than Singapore's and about even with 
Hong Kong’s. Jn addition, more than SO foreign 
hanks have established representative offices in 
Bahrain, which also boasts 19 commercial 
hanks and nine investment banks The island's 
population is 350,000. 

And the bankers keep coming. Marine Mid- 
land, First Boston and Deutsche Rank all plan 
to open offices this year. 

But even as the field grows. Bahraini bankers 
are concerned about two moves by the Saudi 
Arabian Monetary Authority that suggest it 
may be drawing a bead on the island's offshore 
banking c ommuni ty, 

The Bahrain b anks do about 70 percent of 
their business with the kingdom, lending to lo- 
cal companies, financing trade and providing 
investment advice. As a result, Bahrain has be- 
come the principal market in the Gulf for Saudi 
riyals. with its banks handling a pool estimated 
at 30 billion riyals (about $8.7 bilHon). 

Now, however, SAMA has told Saudi banks 
not to borrow riyals abroad without its permis- 
sion. It is also considering a tax on foreign bor- 


rowing by Saudi companies, which would make 
it more expensive for them to borrow overseas. 

Bankers here see the moves as an attempt to 
steer domestic loan business toward Saudi Ara- 
bia’s fast-growing domestic banks and away 
from Bahrain. 

At the Bahrain Monetary Agency. Mr. Saif 
said he has not been officially informed about 
the decisions but plans to discuss them with the 
Saudi authorities next month. “I am sure Saudi 
Arabia mil never do anything that would dam- 
age Bahrain banking.” he added. 

Western bankers here are not so sure, arguing 
that the whole Gulf banking market is becom- 
ing more mature, with Saudi Arabian and 
Kuwaiti banks much larger and more sophisti- 
cated than they were five or 10 years ago. 

“Whatever these new moves mean in practice, 
the writing is clearly on the wall,” said a British 
banker, meaning that the Bahrain banks mil 
face more aggressive competition in the future 
from local banks in the countries they came 
here to save. 

The answer to the challenge, bankers gener- 
ally agree, must be a shift in the mixture of 
services they offer in the changed competitive 

environment. 

The bankas are less worried about the ex- 
pected plunge in the Gulf state’ oil income as 
production levels and prices slide. 

While the region's big oil exporters are ex- 
pected to get more tigbtfisted with their money 
in the future, Saudi Arabia and Kuwait have 
said they wiD maintain planned spending levels

PARIS — The French govern- 
ment let the franc fall Monday to a 
record low against the Deutsche 
mark in the European Monetary 
System in a bid to avoid a farther 
devaluation. Finance Ministry 
sources said. 

Dealers here and in Frankfurt 
said France would press instead for 
an upward revaluation of the 
strong West German currency. But 
many of than considered a franc 
devaluation, the third since the So- 
cialists took office nearly two years 
ago, was inevitable in some form or 
another. 

Pressure on the franc was intense 
in the wake of reversals for the left 
in Sunday’s French municipal elec- 
tions and a decisive conservative 
victory in the West German federal 
election. 

By contrast. West Goman fi- 
nancial markets soared, with deal- 
ers speaking of an unprecedented 
wave of buying on the stock ex- 
change. 

On the foreign exchange market 
in Paris, so many francs came on 
offer lhal the currency at one point 
feD to 2.899 DM. below its lowest 
permitted level in the EMS. This 
triggered the next line erf defense 
for the franc bv bringing in the 
Deutsche Bundesbank, officials 
said. 

The franc was fixed at 2.88 
marks at midsession and lata 
firmed to 2.85 after the Bank of 
France pushed up short term inter- 
est rates to make the currency more 
attractive to buyers. 

In Frankfurt, foreign exchange 
dealers said both the French and 
Belgian francs could be devalued 
and the mark be revalued upward 
as soon as the second round of the 
French elections next Sunday were 
out of the way. 

Some dealers here suggested the 
alternative of a temporary French 
withdrawal from the EMS, a joint 
float of eight major European cur- 
rencies. 

Up to the end of last week 
France was paying the fuD cost of 
supporting the franc out of its own 
foreign exchange reserves, currency 
dealers said. 

They estimated that in the two 
weeks prior to the elections this 
could have cost France as much as 
$1.25 billion. 

Dealers in Paris said the Bank of 
France was forced Monday to 
make a tactical retreat, but those in 
Frankfurt were more bhmL The 


bank simply gave up supporting 
the currency, they said. 

The franc’s drop to its EMS 
floor automatically opens lines of 
support through the Fund for Euo- 
pean Monetary Cooperation. 
France can borrow the equivalent 
of 7.9 billion European currency 
units ($7.5 billion) bom the joint 
fund containing contributions 
from all EMS central banks. 

While the franc suffered, the 
convincing victory of Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl’s Christian Demo- 
crats set off a West German Finan- 
cial boom. 

“The elections cleared away the 
last obstacle for investors, and the 
markets bad nowhere to go but 
up.” one dealer said. 

The effect was fell most in the 
stock market, where the widely fol- 
lowed Frankfurter Allgemeine 
Zeitung index climbed to 282J2, 
easily surpassing its record high of 
273.94 set last Friday. 

Dealers said the market was 
swamped with small orders, a sign 
that the ordinary investor was buy- 
ing and not just the big financial 
institutions. 

Blue chips were most in demand. 
Luxury car mak er Daimler-Benz 
rose 22.20 DM to 449220 and 
Deutsche Bank gained 9.80 DM to 
290. 

Even companies with obvious fi- 
nancial problems saw large de- 
mand for their shares. “All stocks 
were in demand, even the problem 
children. Fve never seen one-day 
price gains like this," one deala 
said. 

The demand came from foreign 
investors as weQ. especially those 
expecting the mark to gain against 
other currencies. The dollar fell 
nearly three pfennigs to dose at 
2.3885 DM in London. 

West German bonds also made 
the largest one-day gains seen in 
several months. Dealers in Frank- 
furt said the election had cleared 
the way for further interest rate 
cuts in West Germany. 

The dollar and the pound, both 
outside the EMS. generally were 
firm on foreign exchange markets 
as the European central banks 
struggled to maintain the parities 
of (he currencies within the float. 

In London, the franc briefly 
traded down to nearly seven to the 
dollar on reports lhal the Bank of 
France had withdrawn from for- 
eign exchange markets. But it lata 
recovered to dose at 6.8350 to the 
dollar, little bdow its close last Fri- 
day.

“What started out to be the bc- 
gin nin g of a recovery could nay 
well turn bad into a recession 
that’s even deeper than the one 
we’ve come out of,” Arthur Levitt 
Jr. said Sunday during a television 
interview. Mr. Levin is also tbair- 
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man of the American Business 
Conference, a Washington lobby- 
ing gTOTp. 

He said it is “unrealistic,’’ how- 
ever, to expect the federal budget 
to be balanced any time soon. He 
suggested that he sees no need to 
set spending targets immediately, 
only to move the budget projec- 
tions for fiscal 1384 and 1985 in 
“the right direction." 

“The question is more what is 
tbe approach of government going 
to be toward these deficits," Mr. 
Levitt said. “Are we going to have 
the kind of adversarial relationship 
with labor and business and gov- 
ernment canting at (me another 
creating the kind of runaway bud- 
get deficits which would suggest to 
our company CEOs (chief execu- 
tive officers] that the budget is to- 
tally out of hand?" 

Mr. Levitt also said that unless 
there are indications during this 
year’s congressional session or a bi- 
partisan effort to cut deficits in 
1984 and beyond the stock market 
gains of the past six months are 
also likdy to be reversed. 

Tbe military budget has to be 
“examined very carefully and 
pared," Mr. Levitt said. “Anytime 
you see $1.6 trillion being spent 
over a three-year period, the miri- 
ness community and the country as 
a whole believes there are econo- 
mies" that can be found. 

But he said it would be a “se- 
rious mistake to consider any new 
taxes at tins time" and opposed 


any effort to caned either this 
year’s tax cuts or an administration 
plan to add new taxes if the deficits 
grow in the future. 

■ Monetarists Issue Waning 

NEW YORK — A group of 
monetarist economists warned 
Monday that there is a risk of the 
United States returning to double- 
digit inflati on and economic stag- 
nation in the next two or three 
years despite growing signs of an 
economic recovery now, the Asso- 
ciated Press reported from New 
York. 

The Shadow Open Market Com- 
mittee urged the Federal Reserve 
Board to slow the growth of tbe 
U.S. money supply, even if it 
means slowing the pace of the eco- 
nomic recovery.

“No other company, giv- 
en the level of the side effects, 
would have withdrawn the product 
[Zomax] from the market.” 

Johnson & Johnson notified the 
federal Food & Drug Administra- 
tion when it learned Jive people 
had died from allergic reactions to 
Zomax since it was introduced in 
late 1980. Tbe company said it in- 
tends to relabel the drug to provide 
clearer instructions to physicians.

Liverpool Art Gallery 
Gets Poussin Painting

LONDON — An important 
painting by the 17th-century 
French artist Nicolas Poussin, 
which had destined to be auctioned 
to the highest international bidder, 
has been secured for Britain for 
£1,072,000 (51.6 million). 

The painting. “The Ashes of 
Phocion Collected by His Widow,” 
has been sold privately to the 
Walker Art Gallery in Liverpool 
Christie’s auction house an- 
nounced.

ry ri 44 Years After Hu Death, Writer’s 111 Sagas 

/iSllC Ijrcy Cf Purple Prose SeU 2 Million Copies Annually

L ACKA WAXEN. Pennsylva- 
nia — Zone Grey, the father 

of the Western novel, died 44 
years ago, but his books still sell 
2 million copies annually. 

Of Grey's 111 books, which 
have been translated in 20 lan- 
guages, 59 are sagebrush sagas 
about the American West His 
books have been adapted into 
150 movies, as well as the Zane 
Grey Theater television series 
with Dick PowelL Zane Grey 
books outsell almost every book 
in the United States except the 
Bible and McGuffey’s readers. 
They are in the book racks of al- 
most every major airport and 
railway station in the world. Even 
in impoverished Third World 
countries, adolescents avidly 
form Zane Grey exchange librar- 
ies and dream one day of travel- 
ing to Texas, Wyoming and Kan- 
sas. 

The First of his sagebrush sagas 
about the American West were 
penned in the 16-room house he 
built on an idyllic peninsula in 
Pennsylvania’s northeastern cor- 
ner ai the confluence of the Dela- 
ware and Lackawaxen rivers. It 
was at Lackawaxen. which is an 
Indian word meaning “swift wa- 
ters.” that Grey wrote his most 
famous work, “Riders of the Pur- 
ple Sage.” 

“That’s where his heart was. 
That’s where it began and where 
it continues.” says Dr. Joe L. 
Wheeler. 46. director of cultural 
affairs at Southwestern Adventist 
College in Keene, Texas, who is 
writing a Grey biography. 

Grey, a former New York Gty 
dentist and semi-pro baseball 
player, built the house in 1905 for 
his new bride. DoQy. 

Grey and his wife are buried in 
a nearby churdryartL and a rich 
collection of memorabilia fills 
what is now the Zane Grey Mu- 
seum. But its current owners have 
set a May 1 deadline for Grey 
buffs to buy the home, which has 
been approved for listing in the 
National Register of Historic 
Places, and the collection. 

Inside is the cushioned Morris 
chair and lap board where be 
wrote his novels in longhand. The 
treasure trove also includes 
Grey’s foot-powered dental drilL 
the spikes he wore while attend-

straight-shooting heroes and 
ruthless gunslingers in works like 
“Code of the West,” “The Hash 
Knife Outfit,” “Rogue River 
Feud" and “Horse Heaven Hill” 

At his peak, Grey earned 
5375,000 a year — which would 
be about 55 million a year in to- 
day’s money — and his books 
kept selling even daring the 
Great Depression. But the critics 
of Ids day never considered him 
legitimate. “He was taboo in the 
classroom. He was considered a 
lightweight, a hack writer," says 
Wheeler. 

But Grey, who formed his own 
movie company, has been vindi- 
cated with his popularity. He was 
a first-rate storyteller, describing 
landscapes in flowing descriptive 
passages, and his fans included 
Anwar Sadat, Dwight Eisenhow- 
er, Winston Churchill and Doug- 
las MacAnbur. 

Cowboy stars who played in 
his movies included Tom Mix, 
Gary Cooper, Clark Gable, John 
Wayne, Randolph Scott 

Grey moved from Pennsylva- 
nia to a canyon on the Tonto 
Rim near Payscn, Arizona, in- 
1918. He died in 1939. and in 
1945 his widow formally turned 
over the bouse to Helen Davis, 
who had lived in the house since 
1933. 


mg the University of Pennsylva- 
nia on a baseball scholarship, 
manuscripts, letters, book covers, 
photographs, his wife’s waterco- 
lots and some Navajo rugs. 

A native or Zanesville, Ohio, 
and the son of a dentist Grey 
practiced dentistry for eight years 
in New York before coming to 
die upper Delaware to fish, hunt 
and escape city life. 

He met his wife here and de- 
cided to make it home when be 
abandoned his dentist’s drill for 
his writing pad, persevering even 
when publishers rejected his First 
four books. 

Then his best friend, Alvah 
James, a newspaperman and fa- 
ther of Mrs. Davis, introduced 
the struggling Grey to CoL CJ. 
(Buffalo) Jones. 

Known as the last of the 
plainsmen, Jones hoped to breed 
cattle with buffalo and he took 
Grey West with him. On his re- 
turn, Grey wrote “The Heritage 
of the Desert.” his Fust real suc- 
cess. 

“He is the logical successor to 
Janies Fenimore Cooper as the 
last chronicler of the frontier.” 
says Wheeler. “Grey was the last 
to write about the frontier while 
it still existed" 

He created the popular myth 
of the cowboy ana wrote of 


Until 1972. the house was run 
as an inn; since then Mrs. Davis 
and ber husband have kept it as a 
museum. Peeling paint, ripped 
porch screens and the shabby air 
of the Grey home suggest that it 
needs some quick attention. In 
the museum room, the pipes have 
been drained and the hat cut off 
to save on winter heating. 

“We can’t maintain it on OUT 
own," says Mrs. Davis, 72. “It's 
gong to fall apart, and we don’t 
want to let it deteriorate if we can 
help it We don’t want it sold 
piecemeal. That’s why we’re 
hanging on.” 

The Davises tried to sell the 
property before, bat had no 
takers on the total package. Now 
they plan to sell the house sepa- 
rately and get whatever they can 
for the memorabilia- . 

“It’s a matter of survival” says 
her husband Albert. 60. “Either 
this place is going to mandate us. 
or we’re going to preserve it and 
ourselves by selling it. If it comes 
to a showdown, we would have to 
sell off the museum to save our- 
selves.” 

A drive has been launched to 
buy, restore and preserve the 
property. “It would be an inter- 
national tragedy should this 
sacred spot be lost or desecrat- 
ed” says Wheeler, who hopes to 
keep Grey’s home from disap- 
pearing like die wild and wotifly 
nontier he wrote about “That 
should remain there for all time. 
There is no replacing that kind of 
historic site. 

“To divorce the properly from 
the collection would be a crime. 
The two must be retained intact,” 
adds Wheeler, whose nonprofit 
Zane Grey’s West Foundation 
hopes to raise $500,000 to take 
over the property. 

There are Grey shrines in Pay- 
son, Zanesville and Columbus, 
Ohio, but Pennsylvania was al- 
ways special to Grey. 

“There are some things that 
would be considered irreplace- 
able,” says Dr. Larry Use. pres- 
ervation officer of the Pennsylva- 
nia Historical and Museum Com- 
mission. 

“What is at stake is whether we 
will be able to preserve intact the 
Zane Grey house and collection,” 
says Use. “If we are going to in- 
terpret his early career, this is un- 
doubtedly the only place it can
